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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . In the amendment filed 12/18/2009, claims 3 and 7-39 are cancelled. Claims 40 
and 41 have been added. Claims 1, 2, 4-6, 40 and 41 are pending. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 , 2, 4-6, 40 and 41 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record fails to teach of to fairly suggest an armature for a 
receiver, comprising: 

a first leg portion having a thickness and a width, the first leg portion configured 
to be disposed generally within an electrical coil of the receiver and generally between a 
plurality of magnets of the receiver; 

a second leg portion spaced apart from the first leg portion; and a connection 
portion to flexibly couple the first leg portion with the second leg portion, wherein the 
connection portion includes a reduced non-zero thickness portion having a thickness 
less than the thickness of the first leg portion, 

and wherein a width of the connection portion is greater than the width of the first 
leg portion; the first leg portion being configured and operable to move with respect to 
the second leg portion in the presence of a magnetic flux created by the plurality of the 
magnets and the electrical coil.
